There had been a meeting in the morning of the Presi¬
dents of all the banks in the city, the object of wbicb
was to unite on some general course of action, and to
agree to stand by each other in that course. Ia this
very important purpose the conference was unsuccess¬

ful, it having adjourned without coming: to ans/ con¬

clusion, each officer returniog to his bank to carry it
through the day the best he could. The effect of the
suspension of tne I'ennsylvania Kank was sudden and
fierce. Lines of drawers were formed at the several
bank counters, extending entirely across the backing
re. in, and in some instances far into the street. At
the commencement ail the banks paid all demanda.
principally in gold. About 11 o'clock, the Girant and
tbe Commercial ceased paving their deposits, but con-
tinned the redemption of their bills up to the hour of
doting. All tbe other banks paid both their circula¬
tion and their deposits up to 3 o'clock. Tbe demand,
was principally on deposits, the circulation of no one
of our banks being large. Indeed, it is quite small.
One of the banks that we heard of, paid out about

000 iu coin; two others, about 000 each;
another fSO.OOO, and a fourth about $00,000. in all,
about tl,.r>00,(MH) waa paid out. The run seemed to
be very equally ilistributed. least evening there was
another meeting of Bank Presidents, at which, after a

thorough consideration of the question to stop or to go
on to-day, it was decided unanimously to suspend, s«

that we are now reduced to an exclusively paper cur

rtney. It is greatly to be hoped that the suspension
may Be but temporary, and those controlling the banks
are very sanguine that tbe moment the excitement oc¬
casioned by the reeent heavy mercantile failures shall
have lulled a little, the banks will be able to resume.

Confidence, however, at present is «o much shattered,
that it is utte rly useless to attempt it. The banks
themselves, to some extent, partake of the general
distrust, though we are glad to say that the officers of
several of tbe country banks were in town, and freely
offered every aid ia their power to sustain tbe city
banks ia the run.
" It was ar .'markable and highly creditaide feature

of the extraordinary excitement yesterday, that there
was cot the least expression of angry feeling. It is
true, all seemed bent on getting coin for their bills and
checks, but all expressed sympathy for the banks, and
a wish for such a return of confidence as would enable
them to go on.
" The Bank of Pennsylvania is understood to be

largely debtor to the other banks, but it should be re¬

membered that it has a paid-up capital of over one

miUicn eight hundred thousand dollar*, and holds
more than double that amount of bills receivable.
The circulariou is comparatively very small, and the
deposits within the hn-t two or three weeks have been
drawn dowu very low.about three huudred thousand
dollars having been paid out in coin since Monday.
So that there seerxs no reason to dcubt the very posi¬
tive assertion of the Directors, that the bank will pay
all its liabilities, principal and interest, iu a very snort
tune. Holders of the bills, in view of this promise,
ebonld not become unnecessarily alarmed, and part
with them at a sacrifice.
